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Gasoline Prices Rise 


Nixon to Veto Oil Price Roll Back 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The nation’s motorists today 
paid two cents a gallon more 
for gasoline, but President 
Nixon said he will veto 
“within the next few days” a 
bill to roll back petroleum 
prices. 
Nixon 
claim ed 
the 
rollback provision of the 
E m ergency Energy 
Bill 
passed by Congress would 
stifle the oil industry’s in­ 
centives to find new supplies 
of oil. 
“ I’m going to veto that 
bill, and I’m going to veto it 
not because I’m for higher 


gas prices but because I rn 
for lower gas prices,’’ Nixon 
said. 
With oil in short supply, 
the United States cannot 
solve the energy crisis, 
Nixon argued. Backers of 
the rollback provision—from 
$10.35 a barrel to $5.25 a 
barrel—claim 
the oil 
in­ 
dustry would still have large 
enough profits to invest in 
exploration and that the roll­ 
back also could cut gasoline 
prices by as much as four 
cents a gallon.

d u stry ’s latest statistics 
showed that gasoline stocks 
were about at the same level 
as last year and crude oil 
stocks were higher. 
The two-cent increase was 
granted to gasoline dealers 
by the Federal 
E nergy 
Office (FEO) last week in a 
move designed to head off a 
th re a te n e d 
n atio n w id e 
pump-out by the dealers. 
Within the next IO days, 
still another penny a gallon 
increase will be added to the 
price. Again the increase 
was granted by the FEO as 
an incentive to refineries to 
ease heating oil production 
and 
increase 
gasoline 
production. 
In 
testim ony 
before 
Congress Thursday, Deputy 
FEO Administrator John C. 
Sawhill predicted a gasoline 
shortage ranging from 4 to 8 
per cent in spring and 
summer even if the Arab 
embargo is lifted. 
But 
Saw hill’s 
figures 
represented a sharp decline 
from the present shortage 
estimated to range as high 
as 20 per cent. 
The price of gasoline has 
jumped 25 percent over the 
last year, and energy of­ 
ficials predict it could rise to 
75 cents a gallon by summer 
but would then slide back. 
The average nationwide 
price of gasoline is about 47 


cents 
a 
gallon, 
but 
it 
currently selling at 60 cents 
and higher a gallon in some 
areas.

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - The Argentine government 
Thursday prohibited all programs promoting birth control 
either directly or indirectly and limited the sale of con­ 
traceptives in an effort to increase the population. 
A government decree recommended the Social Welfare 
Ministry study ways of increasing the population and 
decreed that a doctor’s prescription in triplicate must be 
presented when buying birth control pills. They have 
previously been sold across the counter. 
“Un-Argentine interests are trying to promote ways of life 
contrary to our destiny as a great country...by stimulating 
birth control, denaturalizing the fundamental maternal 
function of a woman, and distracting young people from 
their natural duty.’ the decree said.

CARACAS (UPI) — Two men celebrating Mardi Gras by 
throwing water at passsersby were shot and killed by a 72- 
year-old man defending his 45-year-old son, police reported 
Thursday. 
Acisclo Montilla Molina told police that he shot Jose 
Antonio Ure, 34, and Pablo Delgado, 28, when they got into a 
scuffle with his son, Adelys Montilla. 
Police said that due to Molina’s advanced age, he would 
probably not be imprisoned. Under Venezuelan law, a person 
under 70 years of age would normally face 12 years im­ 
prisonment for a similar case of manslaughter, they said.

A 
fidgety 
freshman 
at 
S o u t h e r n 
M e t h o d i s t 
University slipped out of his 
bluejeans near the school’s 
main tree-lined boulevard, 
and made a wild naked dash 
across the grassy campus 
onto a waiting motorcycle. 
He was not identified. 
“ You don’t have time to 
look at their face, too,” one 
coed said. 
The latest fad. called 
“ streaking,” 
has 
reached 
epiderm ic proportions on 
Texas campuses. 
At Baylor, students with 
their 
dates 
lingered 
at 
curfew last week near one 
girl’s dorm when a daring 
freshman, clad in only a ski 
m ask and 
tennis shoes, 
sprinted two blocks down an 
adjoining sidewalk, romped 
along 
the 
side 
of 
the 
building, then cut through 
the dorm’s main lobby with 
a dorm mother in hot pur­ 
suit. 
“ At first it just started like 
a joke,” one SMU freshman 
streaker said. “ Now it seems 
everybody wants to get into 
it. It’s sort of a fad an ego 
trip. Something totally crazy 
that 
appeals 
to 
people- 
running around nude.” 
One group of streakers 
have 
printed 
T-shirts 
labelling them 
“ Streaking 
Thunderbuzzards. ” 
At Texas Tech earlier this 
week, 25 m ale students, 
wearing ski masks, tennis 
shoes and ties, ran from the 
boy’s dorms 200 yards to the 
girls dorm and back, while 
Lubbock television crews 
shot 
footage 
and 
girls 
shouted their phone numbers 
from the balcony. 
At Texas A&M last week, 
six male students dashed 
through a main quadrangle 
between the girl’s and boy's 
dorms, ran along an ad­ 
joining street and into a 
waiting car. 
A half dozen night-time 
nudists at the University of 
Texas, 
covered 
with 
en­ 
thusiasm, sprinted around 
Jester Center in the buff. 
“ I imagine a lot of people 
have a fantasy of running 
around with no clothes, on, 
they identify with running 
around 
nude,” 
one 
SMU 
streaker said. “ Once the act 
starts, it gives them a 
vehicle 
to 
release 
that 
fantasy.” 
“ It’s a fun thing to do.” 
said another freshman on 
the streak circuit. “ Nobody 
would believe we d do it. 
Once you start streaking you 
don’t think about being nude. 
It’s fun, though. One time 
some guys were behind us 
kind of cheering us on. I 
guess it’s kind of an ego 
trip.”

has spread across the nation, 
apparently draws much of 
its impetus from crowds of 
female students who gape at 
the roving band of streakers. 
“ You wouldn’t believe how 
many girls run outside to see 
these guys running nude,” 
one SMU coed said. “ It’s 
hysterical.” 
At SMU, some sororities 
felt 
left 
out, since 
their 
houses are a half mile from 
the main streaking zone. 
“ The sororities called us 
up and asked how come we 
always run in the freshman 
girls squad, why those girls 
get all 
the 
action,” 
one 
veteran SMU streaker said. 
“ They said they want us to 
run in front of their soror­ 
ities, but asked us to give an 
advance warning. They said 
they’d have rest 
stations 
along the way.” 


One Baylor girl said she 
had received a 
“ streak 
alert” and was watching 
from her window as one 
intrepid streaker hurried 
down the sidewalk. 
“ I have a window with a 
good view,” she said. 
“ Most people think it’s 
hilarious,” 
she said. 
“ In 
fact, for once Baylor is up 
with other schools in the 
country. The thing we’re 
proudest of is that we’re not 
late getting in on this.” 


Cam pus officials don’t 
seem overly alarmed about 
the rash of nudity. At Texas 
A&M, however, the dean of 
men threatened to expel a 
half dozen streakers who 
startled onlookers with their 
nude review. 
“ We don’t consider it a 
major problem at all,” said 
B. Caffee. chief of security at 
SMU. 
He said there were IO or 12 
streakers out of a school 
enrollment of 10,300. Others 
have put the figure at nearer 
60. 
Caffee said the biggest 
problem with streaking is 
onlookers. One streak-in 
drew an estimated crowd of 
600. 
“ When 
large 
groups 
gather and individuals on 
campus are quite active, 
there may be and have been 
some 
instances of safety 
problem s 
— 
m otorcycle 
running through a group of 
pedestrians,” he said. “ We 
try to keep the possibility of 
injury at a minimum, the 
university is very concerned 
about that.” 
Although Caffee said he 
has spotted more female 
than male streakers, iresn- 
men 
boys 
seem 
to 
be 
carry in g 
the 
streaking 
banner. 
“ There 
have been 
two 
girls who ran with six or 
seven guys, but outside of 
that, that’s the only coed 
streaking.” said one SMU 
runner. 
At Texas Tech, students 
have collected a $600 reward 
for the first female who will 
make a dash in the raw, 
however, they have had no 
takers. 


No other schools contacted 
reported 
any 
fem ale 
streaking. 
The 
streaking 
fad, 
however, while not exactly 
dying has sobered some ex­ 
runners. 
“ It’s turned into an ego 
thing,” said one disillusioned 
streaker who has decided to 
hang up his tennis shoes. 
“ All of the sudden they got 
huge crowds, and now they 
want to expose themselves. I 
can’t identify with that. A 
joke is one thing, but en­ 
joying it is another thing.” 
Another SMU 
freshman 
decided the risk was not 
worth the run. 
“ I’ll never do it again,” he 
said. “ I heard it’s a felony 
and that scares me.” 
A D allas area district 
attorney, however, said the 
new Texas penal Code “ only 
pertain s to indecent e x ­ 
posure 
that 
offends 
someone. If you are with a 
bunch of nudists and not 
offending anyone, I guess if s 
okay.” 
He said the fine is $200 as a 
misdemeanor. 


Recently 
an 
unlucky 
streaker was trapped in a 
dorm lobby, handcuffed and 
thrown a pair of sweatpants. 
He said a $27.50 fine to 
University Park for disor­ 
derly conduct. 
But, 
any discouraging 
words seem only to inspire 
new and more ambitious 
escapades of nudism. 
Two weeks ago, at noon, 
two streakers donned their 
m ask s, 
slipped 
off 
everything else and jogged 
naked across the middle of 
the SMU quadrangle while 
2,-500 students were between 
classes.

The survey by the Federal 
Trade Commission 
(F T C ) 
involved 56 funeral homes in 
the District of Columbia, but 
the agency said the results 
revealed many of the same 
problem s faced 
by

sumers nationwide. 
Officials said the FT C is 
now considering whether to 
conduct sim ilar surveys in 
other 
c ities 
across 
the 
country to stimulate com­ 
petition and publicize prices. 
Some of F T C ’s findings: 


—The “ cheapest” funeral 
home se rvice , excluding 
cemetery costs, ranged from 
$210 to $900 at individual 
funeral homes. But many of 
the homes offering them said 
they had few takers. Some 
consumers are not aware of 
their 
a v a ila b ility 
and 
morticians don’t bother to 


tell them. 


—The expensive funerals 
are the same as the cheaper 
ones, except that a costlier 


casket 
is 
involved. 
Most 
homes offer the same basic 
services and the buyer who 
thinks he’s getting a “ bet­ 
ter’’ funeral for more money 
is probably just buying a 
fancier casket. 
—The 
cheapest 
funerals 
involve cloth-covered wood 
caskets, although some of 
the cheapest metal caskets 
cost about the same. 
— The “ a v e ra g e ” basic 
price 
charged 
by 
homes 
covered in the survey during 
1973 was $1,137, although it 
ranged to as high as $1,830 at 
one establishm ent.

funeral home expenses— 
sometimes

When the 21-year-old native Dallas athlete signed with the 
Texas Rangers organization as a bright pitching prospect 
out of the University of Plano as a third round draft pick he 
felt he had made the first step. 
Plano baseball coach Steve Adair, son of veteran scout 
Jim my Adair, calls the hard-throwing youngster a “ definite 
prospect for the big leagues.” 


“ He has tremendous velocity with an average major 
league fast ball,” said Adair, who had the Dallas Sunset 
righthander on his Pino team one season. “ Now that he’s 
pe rfecting a fork ball to go with his curve, the big leagues 
are sure to hear of this kid. 
Sutton, who signed with the Gastonia club of the Western
